CROWD REMAINS

Judge Erwin Charges 
That Defendants Must 
Go Free If There Is Any 
Doubt of Guilt. 


After seven hours of consideration 
the jury in the case of Albert BE. Sar- 
tain, former warden of the Atlanta 
federal penitentiary; Looney 
Fletcher, former deputy warden, and 
Laurence (“Heinije”) Riek!, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, went to bed at 1 o'clock 
this morning with no inilications of 
an agreement in sight. The defend- 
ants are charged with a conspiracy to 
accept $10,500 bribe money from 
seven wealthy Savannah prisoners, for 
which the inmates were to get “soft 
jobs” and “privileges” while serving 
sentences at the United States pen 
here. 

Defendants were told to be in court 
at 10 o’elock this morning, when 
consideration of the case is expected 
to be resumed. It appeared at mid- 
night that the jury was hopelessly 
deadlocked, and rumors of a mistrial 


were rife in the court room. 


Crowd Remains to End. 

Mrs. Looney Fletcher, wife of one 
of the defendants, and one of his 
young daughters remained until the 
juty left for a downtown hotel. De- 
fendants, attorneys for defense and 
Prosecution, and a large number cf. 
friends and spectators also remained 
unti) court adjourned. 

The case went to the jury at 5:50 
o’clock Thursday afternoon, following 
the charge in United States district 
court of Judge Robert Ervin, of Mo- 
bile, Marshals escorted the jury to 
supper, on order of the judge, before 
consideration of the case was begun. 

Judge Ervin’s Charge. 

In his charge, Judge Ervin stressed 
the point that, while the three defend- 
ants were all tricd at the same time, 
the jury could find one. two or 
all the defendants innocent or guilty 
as it saw fit. Father Thomas Hay- 
den, he stated, had stated on the 
stand that he had entered into a con- 
spiracy with all three defendants. It 
was up to the jury, he said, to decide 
whether all the defendants had con- 
spired with the priest or not, or 
whether one or two of them had con- 
spired. 

The defendants, he stated, were pre- 
sumed under the law to be innocent. 
To ‘convict them of conspiracy to 
bribe the jury should be convinced 
that the proof was conclusive without 
a Shadow of a doubt of the overt act. 

‘You are trying the defendants on 
a charge of conspiring to accept a sum 
of $10,500 from seven men, for which 
the payees of the money were to get

Mr. Howard attacked government 
witnesses, saying he had tranped them 
time and time again, despite the fact 
that their wits had been sharpened by 
previous court room scenes in which 
they were yrincipal figures. He de- 
clared that the defense had heen forced 
to follow the prosecution into a “‘cess- 
pool” to get witnesses. 

Hager’s Argument. 

Mr. Hager assailed the record of 
Riehl, declaring it was inconceivable 
that he should make a trip all the 
way to Savannah with an almost 
total stranger. He referred to the 
trip Riehl made with Hayden, when 
the latter claims the defendant acted 
as an agent for Sartain and Fletcher 
in negotiations with members of the 
so-called “Savannah gang.” Ile 
charged Fletcher with handling “soft 
jobs” and “cashing-in- on easy assign- 
ments.”

believe, that there is nothing on earth 
Which will help so much towards a 


settlement of the various difficult 
questions which arise in Europe and 
the rest of the world as the knowl- 
edge that the United States of Amer- 
ica and the British empire are stand- 
ing together for peace. 

“I believe the American nation can 
do much to help on this aim of set- 
tlement and peace without imany way 
undertaking any dangerous commit-| 
ments for the future. We Europeans | 
understand now that the latter is 
something which America -reasonably 
refuses to do. But we hope and be- 
lieve, nevertheless, that, as in the last 
year or two, America will continue to 
take a part, whether officially or un- 
officially or semi-officially in the set- 
tlement of such pending questions as 
really interest her.

Both officials pointed out *that 
Sheriff G. E. Jenkins was killed re- 
cently in an attempt to arrest the 
driver of a speeding automobile. 


Redwine’s Letter. 

The letter of Mr. Redwine follows: 

“Editor Constitution : he law- 
abiding people of Campbell county 
deeply resent the unwarranted, un- 
founded and malici6us attack made 
upon the county and their officers in 
an article headed: ‘Campbell County 
Speed Trap Warning Sounded—Tour- 
ists Tell of Fee Grabbers: Methods.” 

“The court records of Campbell 
county are public property and are 
open during office hours for the in- 
spection of the public. These records 
show that the aggrieved Mr. 
Was an occupant of a Lincoln auto- 
mobile bearing a license tag No. 
111531 of the state of Tennessee and

“The records show that County 
Policeman Spier turned over to the 
Febrat authority on the llth day of 

‘ebruary $25 cash and a bond signed 
by Don Gault, which bond was condi-' 
tioned upon his appearance on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1925, in court to answer 
the charge docketed against him. The 
case has not yet been disposed of. 

“Campbell county bas in its employ 
four honorable gentlemen in the ca- 
pacity of county policemen, these men 
were selected by the county com mis- 
siouers out of a large number of ap- 
plicants by reason of their being men 
of highest character and unimpeach- 
able integrity and it might be well 
here to add that these men have been 
residents :of Campbell county prac- 
tically all their life and their integrity 
can be vouched for by any one in 
this section of the state. Not only 
are they of the very highest type of 
gentlemen and officers, but they are 
each bonded for the faithful per- 
formance of their duty. Not only that, 
but they are on monthly salaries 
that are not even paid from the fund 
arising from fiffles and forfeitures and 
they are not financially interested in 
any case that they docket and the 
term ‘fee grabbers’ is false, mali- 
cious and unwarranted. 

24-Hour Patrol. 

“Due to the flagrant disregard of 
the traffic laws of. the state on the 
paved road stretching through the en- 


tire length of our county, the county} 


commissioners saw fit to place a 24- 
hour patrol on the road. which has 
no doubt been instrumental in saving 
many lives and has been of inestimable 
value to law-abiding moforists. 

“These officers have so completely 
enforced the law that it was unneces- 
sary at the last term of the superior 
court for the grand jury to return a 
single true bill, “although that body was 
headed by a minister and a veteran 
grand jury foreman, which was the’) 
first time such a thing has. happened 
here in 97 years. 

“Although the state speed law is 
fixed at 30 miles per hour and signs 
are posted at each end of the hi; ghway 
leading through the county warning 
motorists that such is the law of the 
land and also with the further injune- 
tion to drive carefully and that the 
road is patrolled, no motorist has ever 
been fined or subjected to the embar- 
rassment of appearing in court for 
speeding who was going less than 40 
miles per hour. 

“The automobiles which the county 
policemen use have the highest grade 
speedometers, which are tested regu- 
larly along measured mile courses with 
stop watches in order that there can 
be no doubt about the speed charged 
being correct. 

“It is flagrantly untrue that the 
cash bond ‘varies’ according to the ap- 
pearance of the car and the writer 
challenges Mr. Andrews and his friend, 
Mr. Deibert, to prove a single instance 
ef such conduct. All the municipali- 
ties in Campbell county have ordi- 
nances regulating the speed of motor- 
ists within their corporate limits and 
if any of Mr. Andrews’ friends posted 

a $7.50 bond it was not for violating 
the state speed law but for violating 
a municipal ordinance and was not 
posted with the county policemen but 
with the marshal of one of the towns. 

“Mr. Andrews would have the ptb- 
lic believe in his card so _ heartily 
indorsed by his friend, Deibert, that 
he is an advocate of law enforcement 
and that he is opposed to the reck- 
less use of the bighway, but his ac- 
tious speak much louder than his 
words and the writer is constrained 
t» assert that he, Andrews, has no 
desi:@ whatever to tell the truth as 
the records of Campbell county will 
show that more than 10 times as 
many Georgia motorists have been 
charged with violating the speed law 
than nonresident motorists and sev- 
eral cases have been made against rea- 
idents of Campbell county. 

Judge Engaged in Court. 

‘It seems that Mr. Andrews is not 
sat'sfied with venting his spleen epon 
the officer who made the arrest but 
that he went out of his way to give 
an under-the-belt lick at the judge, 
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‘Jones officiating. 


“The law as placed on the statute 
bocks by the representatives of the 
pecple in the general assembly is not 
only fearlessly and impartially en- 
forced. but no person charged with 
violation of any law is deprived of 
his constitutional right to have a pub- 
lic and speedy trial by an impartial 
jury vf his peers. 

“This unwarranted attack coming 
at this particular time is all the more 
regretted because on last Sunday aft- 
erneon our sheriff, Hon. G. E. Jenk- 
ins, sacrificed his lifef on the altar 
vf duty in seeking to arrest a motur- 
ist traveling at a rate of speed more 
than 60 miles per hour on a erowded 
thoroughfare, and it is out of respect 
tv bis memory as a fearless and im: 
rartial servant of this great common- 
wealth that this writer has seen fit 
to reply to thie onslaught. 

“It seems strange that Mr. Deibert 
in writing ‘his article failed to men- 
tion the fact that the complainant, 
Mr. Andrews, in his letter admitted 
thut he was violating the law, which 
is made manifes:, however, by his 
statement that he ;-assed 35 or 40 cars 
going in the same direction. 

“As chairman of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners, the governing body 
of the county police force, | assure 
the public that no law-abidire citizen 
has anything to fear in coming 
through Campbell county and that 
the enforcement of the law js fair 
and is fur from technical, 

“In clusing I might add ‘that this 
is the first criticism of the county 
policemen that has come to my at- 
teption since the police force has been 


in existence.

Letter to. Deibert. 

Mr. Jones’ letter to Mr. 
follows: 

“Dear Mr. Deibert—There appears 
in the morning Constitution of. Feb- 
ruary 19, 1925, an extended article 
seemingly to have been written by you 
and a Mr. O. B. Andrews, of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., commenting upon the 
officers and law enforcement in Camp- 
bell county, Georgia. 

“It is contrary to the laws of the 
state of Georgia to drive a motor ve- 
hicle upon the highways i. said state 
at a greater speed than 30 miles per 
hour, and even *less than that at 
crossings, intersections and jn passing 
other vehicles or persons. ‘The off- 
cers of Campbell county undertake to 
enforce this law, not only because 
it is a law of Georgia, but also in or- 
der to afford protection to the citi- 
zens of Campbell county and _ other 
people or citizens of Georgia or any 
other state who use our highways for 
business or pleasure. 

‘*In this article, appearing in to- 
day's paper, there is considerable quo- 
tation from a letter of D. B. Andrews, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., who was a 
victim in Campbell county recently. 
The case pending here now is not. 
against Mr. Andrews himself, but is 
against Don Gault, Mr. Andrews’ 
chauffeur. Mr. Andrews’ car was 
stopped by the Campbell county of- 
ficers when it was traveling on the 
road through Campbell county at a 
speed of 45 miles per hour and’ the 

case docketed against Don Gault. Mr. 
Andrews has never been denied a 
trial before the judge or a jury as his 
letter intimates, but on the other 
hand he posted a cash bond of 25 
conditioned to have Don Gault here 
for trial on February 16, 1925, af 10 
o'clock a. m. Due to the fact that no 
court was held on that the day the 
bond has never yet been forfeited and 
the case will stand ready for trial on 
February .23, 1925, and inasmuch as 
we do not hnow Mr. Andrews’ address 
we are calling on you as his friend, 
adviser and spokesman, to notify him 
of this date and let him take ‘such 
step as he sees fit. 

“Most of tlre statements in the ar- 
ticle referred to are untrue and un- 
warranted regardless of who made the 
statements or from what source the 
information was obtained. The rec- 
ords of this county will show that the 
minimum cash bond accepted is $25 
and that nine cases out of 10 docket- 
ed are against residents of the state 
of Georgia. 


Will Enforce Laws. 


“We regret that our methods do 
not meet with th eapproval of Mr. 
Andrews, yourself, or the Atlanta Mo- 
tor club, but we are of the same opin- 
ion still, and will continue with re- 
doubled efforts to enforce all laws, es- 
pecially the speed laws, in Campbell 
county, Georgia. The reason for our 
redoubled efforts is that-only on last 
Sunday our beloved sheriff, G. E. 
Jenkins, sacrificed his life in trying 
to enforce law in Campbell county, 
when he undertoox to stop a ‘speed-

er’ going through our county at the 
rate of 60 miles per hour. 

‘The life of one citizen of Camp- 
bell county is worth more to us than 
the entire city of Chattanooga, with 
all of its manufacturing industries. 
We do not mind being criticised and 
knocked by those who undertake to 
violate our laws. This we expect. 
Our purpose’is to make Campbell 
county safe for its citizens, our friends 
and loved ones. 

“We have a paved road through 
Campbell county from College Park 
to Palmetto along which are built 
homes, school houses and churches, 
and we welcome anybody on this high- 
way who will use same with due re- 
spect to these institutions and the 
laws of Georgia, but we ask you in 
your capacity with thé Atlanta Mo- 
tor club to direct these motorists who 
do not respect our laws to choose oth- 
er routes for reaching their destina- 
tion. 

“IT am solicitor of the city court of 
Fairburn and believe that before we 
will be able to stop speeding we will 
have to use jail sentences, as we have 
heen unable to stop it with $25 fines. 
Any less fine would make our paved 
highway nothing less than a licensed 
race track.. 

“I want it understood that T am 
writing this letter in my individual 
capacity and do not wish to involve 
anyone other thar myself.

Taxed Many Times. 

Declaring there is “competition be- 
tween states to reach in i-uheritance 
taxes not only the property of its own 
citizens but the property of citizens 
of other states,” the president by way 
of illustration showed how a share 
of stock upon death of its owner 
might be made subject to seven sep- 
arate and distinet inheritance taxes 
by the federal and various state gov- 
ernments. 

“All this means,” he added, 
only un actual amount of tax which | 
may, under particular circumstances, 
exceed 100 per cent of the vatue of 
stock, but the expense, delay and in- 
convenience of getting clearances of 
the states who claim a right to tax 
the property is a serious burden to the 
heir who is to receive the stock. Par- 
ticularly is this expense dispropor- 
tionate to & tax paid by «a small es- 
tate which has but a few shares of 
stock. In many cases the expense 
alone must exceed the total value of 
the shares which it is.sought to trans- 
fer. Looking at it from the stand- 
point of state revenue, 1 am told it 
is probable that the full cost to ex- 
ecutors of ascertaining the tax and 
obtaining the necessary transfers is in 
the aggregate nearly as much as the 
tax received by the states upon this 
property of non-resident decedents, 
Here indeed is extravagance in 
taxation. 

“A solution of this pronlem pre- 
sents the difficulty of obtaining recip- 
rocal action on the part of the states. 
I feel, however, that in fairness to 
each other and tw their taxpayers, 
some way will be found of obviating 
this extravagance by giving up en- 
tirely the collection of taxes upon per- 
sonal property of non-resident de- 
cecents, or hy the imposition upon 
the transfer of such property of a 
tax extremely simple in administra- 
tion and low in amount. .... 

Tend te Lower Values. 

“Differing from income __ taxes, 
which are deductions from what a tax- 
payer makes each year, and payment 
for which presumably can be made 
without hardship, inheritance and es- 
tate taxes are capital taxes; they 
take a part of the accumulated capital 
of the nation. ‘This capital is not 
usually represented by cash or reaaily 
marketable securities, but it may be 
a business built up by the decedent 
through his life time, or property 
long held, for which there is no im- 
mediate market. In consequence, to 
pay inheritance and estate taxes in 
cash, executors must sell the property

“The burden of taxation Js one 

from which relief must be found. 


It touches directly and indirectly all 
of our citizens. The most obvious 
field of economy is for the govern- 
ment to spend less. .It is. however. 
equally desirable that the burden put 
by the government on its citizens be 
prodnetion of government revenue and 
not destructive of the property cf the 
taxpayer, for it is what. the  tax- 
payer gives rather than what the 
government ultimately spends, which 
measures the effect of the tax upon 
the citizen. We should, therefcre, by 
a simplification of our -metlod of 
taxation and the imposition of tco- 
nomically sound tates of taxation, 
make certain that the government 
realizes more nearly the values which 
the citizen relinquishes. 
Emergency Now Pastf. 

“At the last few annual meetings 
of the National Tax association, and 
at a recent conference of ‘he tax 
commissioners of severa] stut*s, the 
position has been taken that the fed- 
eral government should withdraw 
from the field of estate taxes. This 
view has much to commend it. His- 
torically the federal government has 
entered this field only on ‘he occa- 
sion of war emergency and {fn every 
ease, except the present, bas with- 
drawn when the reason for excep- 
tional taxation ceased. The emerg- 
ency created by the great war. vhen 
at last the tederal ge vernment entered 
the field, has ended. The right to 
inherit property owes its existence, 
not to any federal law, but to the 
laws of the states. Federal estate 
taxation, therefore. has not the na- 
tural excuse which is conesded to 
state inheritance taxation. he fed- 
eral government being in the field, 
however, particularly with rates as 
excessive as those recently adopted, 
results in a vers material decrease 
in the amount and value of the prop- 
erty npon which the states levy their 
inheritance taxes. If the states are 
te suffer diminution in revenne from 
this sonree, they can make up their 
losses only by higier taxes in other 
fields, 

‘“‘“Already the taxes 
states upon land are so high -as to 
menace the prosnericy of the farmer. 
For the sake of. the revenue which 
the federal government receives from 
this source, being i the Jast fiseal 
Year only $103,000.000 out of &2.- 
700,000,000 total internal revenue 
tixes for that vear, the federa! goy- 
ernment should be czreful to sce that 
indirectly it is not taxing the very 
persons whom it most wishes to re- 
lieve. While we may not be able to 
absorb so great a loss of revenue in 
one year, we could provide for grad- 
ual retirement from the field as our 
sovernment expenses decrease.”’

The board of directors of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce went 
definitely on record Wednesday as 
approving the entire “Beeler plan’”’ 
for solving Atlanta’s traffic prob- 
lems and for other civic better- 


ments. 

The plan calls for construction 
of at least two viaducts; several new 
traffic avenues; widening and ex- 
tension of some present traffic ar- 
teries; establishment of motor coach 
lines, to be operated in coordination 
with the street railway system; re- 
routing of downtown traffic; re- 
moval of car tracks on some parts 
of Peachtree, Whitehall and Marietta 


‘sg | Streets and Edgewood avenue; build- 


ing of an underground continuous 
transit system for pedestrians, and 
several other important features. 

The plan has received the en- 
dorsement of a large number of the 
civic clubs of Atlanta, and what !s 
particularly significant is that it has 
received the unanimous endorse- 
ment of the board of Fulton county 
commissioners. 

It illustrates what The Constitu- 
tion has impressed for weeks, that 
the public thought of Atlanta is be- 
coming concentrated around the 
One outstanding fact that a great 
city like Atlanta, growing more rap- 
idly than any other city in the 
south, cannot build for today, but 
must build for tomorrow. * It must 
adopt this course, or stop trying to 
go forward and either stand still or 
go backward. 

There are some features of the 
“Beeler plan” infinitely more urgent 
for immediate action than others. 
That Pryor street and Central ave- 
nue should be made into cross-town 
arteries at the earliest possible mo- 
ment is Obvious. This can only be 
accomplished by building the two 
viaducts referred to. 

Other street extensions and wid- 
enings should be made. More 
schools are imperative. 
fic avenues are essential. Rerouting 
of some of the down-town traffic is 
essential, Underground passages can 
wait, 

Bus lines properly organized 
should feed the sections of the city 
not reached by the rails, and with 
the same fares and guarantees at- 
forded by the electric street car 
service. 

While some features can walt, 
others cannot wait if Atlanta {ts per- 
mitted to expand as her growth de- 
mands.

these expansions’ is necessary—and 
is most commendable—we must also 
begin to give definite thought to 
how they can be accomplished. 
Certainly it is impossible to do any 
of these things on a ‘“‘pay-as-you- 
go”’’ plan. The only way, therefore, 
is really the sound, the correct, the 
sensible way—pby capitalizing the 
city’s credit. 
In building for the future, which 
all admit is necessary, then the fu- 
ture must help pay the bill. That 
is the way big business is conduct- 
ed. And a municipality is a big 
business.

FOOD DROPPED 
BY AIRPLANES 
SAVESALPINISTS

Berne, February 19.—Corned becf 
and hard-tack droppefl from airplanes 
in daily flights over the Alps saved 
the lives of three Swiss Alpinists, who 
were marooned for eight days hv 
storms in the Marinelli Shelter hut 
on top of the Bernina mountains and 
who arrived safely at Pontresina yes- 
terday. 

The Alpinists, bearing two days’ 
rations, left for their climb on Feb- 
ruary 10 and were caught in a vortex 
of hurricanes. They had been gone 
four days when Swiss military fliers 
discovered them in the wilderness and 
directed them to their shelter hut. 

The fliers then returned for food, 
which, being unable to land owing to 
the deep snow, they managed to fling 
to the Alpinists as they swooped down 
over the hut. This performance was 
repeated daily until the storms 
abated. 

This is the first time aviation has 
heen brought into play in Alpine ce- 
lief work.

They 
told Czar Alexander’s ministers that 
it was nonsense to try and rescue 
Kurope from one tyranny, that of the 
Corsican, while Russia endured 4n- 
other. The history of the four im- 
mediate predecessors of Nicholas II 
is a persistent attempt to turn the 
tables on despotism. The weapon of 
the czars against the growing desire 
for freedom was terror. There is an 
old legend of a wizard who kept in a 
bottle a demon that he worshipped. 
One day the demon broke out and 
killed his keeper. Terror resembles 
that demon... First it was the fetish

of the czars, later it destroyed them 
But the yearning for freedom, the 
urge toward light does not date from 
November, 1917, in Russia. It was 
clearly discernible more than 100 
year ago and the liberal movement of 
the latter part of the last century is 
like a torch of light in that land of 
centuries of darkness.

“Kriegsschulde”’ 
(War Guilt). 


George Bernard Shaw, looking 
backward reminiscently, sees his 
“ruesswork’’ on the origin and causes 
of the war partly confirmed by the 
opening of secret archives in the dif- 
ferent European capitals. He says 
it is proven now that the British war 
excuse was hidden under a mass of 
nonsense and that the story of British 
and allied unpreparedness was largely 
a myth. For it 1s contradicted by the 
finding of plans in the Brussels war 
department by the Germans, plans 
which concern every detail of a joint 
Frenc., Belgian and _ British cam- 
paign against Germany. Lord French 
as early as 1906 made frequent trips 
to Flanders to study the lay of the 
land is another. so-called proof of 
Albion’s perfidy. Still the idea of 
Germany being ‘wantonly attacked fol- 
lowing a period of encirclement and 
a throttling of her ambitions for a 
place in the sun by the allies, is one 
that will not gain credence so quick- 
ly. Germany, it is true, preserved 
and maintained the Euronean peace, 
several times, under trying circum- 
stances. But she did not exert the 
same power in July, 1914. Austria 
was encouraged in her policy of ag- 
gression that time. Germany tried 
to check her ally later, but it was too 
late. The most remarkable develop- 
ment of the latest disclosures on the 
origin of the war concern Belgium 
and Serbia. Instead of a martyred 
little nation, Serbia appears as an in- 
triguing, plotting, war-provoking 
power without conscience or honor. 
And Belgium also begins to lose the 
luster of “the first hour.”

SYLVESTER GRAHAM. 
Graham flour, as we know it to- 


-day, is not at all what it was cracked 


up to be when S;lvester Graham be- 
gan his missionary work back in 1829. 
Graham was one of those conserva- 
tive Yankees, shrewd, mean, dry, con- 
scientious, close but honest. The poor 
fellow took life su serious that he 


became a vegetarian, not a near vege- 
tarian or dilletante like the gulls who 
take up fad _ ~health cultshure 
“courses,” but a genuine dyed in the 
wool vegetarian. One envisages the 
food faddist after the picture sug- 
gested by Prof. &. V. McCollum in 
referring to the whole \rleat bread 
fad in his hook “The Newer Knowl- 
edge of Nutrition.” As a rule, he 
says, those who zwdvocate. the change 
from the staple white floue to whole 
wheat flour, “exiibit in some degree 
the spectral miea of the dyspeptic. 
They would gain much more through 
adhering to a diet well baianced than 
tLrough clutching at this or any other 
dietary whim ew fad.” We can't 
stop here to define precisely what a 
“balanced” diet is—read MeCollum 
and you'll begin to grasp what it 
means. 

The kind of flcur advocated by 
Sylvester Graham was actually the 
ground wheat with nothing whatever 
removed, areal whole wheat flour. 
The flour called “Graham flour’ to- 
dav is not the same: it is a compro- 
mise, though a very desirable one from 
the health viewpvint, with the over 
refined white flour of the pxtent roller 
process. The present “Graham flour” 
is preferable to most of the present 
“whole wheat flour,” I think. because 
it does contain more of the outer 
layer of the wheat kernel. But very 
little whole wheat flour is marketed, 
for the reason that it will not keep 
long,in store—it turns rancid or sour 
if the germ or embryo of the kernel 
is left in the flour; it breeds insects 
if the outer layer or bran is Jeft in the 
flour. Genuine whole wheat flour is 
therefore usually obtainable’ dnly 
when there is a mill near the con- 
sumer and the fluur can be delivered 
without storage. 

But listen. to Sylvester Graham 
holding forth on the virtues of his 
vegetarianism—remember he practic- 
ed and advocated moderation in the 
use of a diet cousisting of vegetables, 
Graham bresd made of unbolted flour, 
fruits, nuts, salt, and pure water, 
and excluding meat, sauces, salads, 
Poin soffee, alcohol pepper and mus- 
tard— 

“The first thres months of my ex- 
periment on the Graham system was 
attended by a loss of 20 to 30 pounds 
of flesh. Some of my neighbors ex- 
postulated with me—told m2 IJ should 
destroy myself hy starvation and it 
was even rejyorte] in a neighboring 
town that ! had actually died from 
that cause. But mv appetite was in: 
creasingly good snd mv health was 
increasing, and in a short time my 
headaches, colds, costiveness and 
rheumatism left me entirelr, together 
with my hypochondriacal and gloomy 
state of mind, and have not returned 
since, notwithstan.ling I have been as 
much exposed to wet and cold as at 
any period of my life.” 

Imagine # lean, zrim downeasterner 
with all the almanac symptoms losing 
so much weight, and the neighbors’ 
anxiety seems natural enough. 

I believe the real virtue of Gra- 
ham’s system, like that of Horace 
Fletcher’s—and Fletcher, by the way, 
was another New England native— 
lies in the restriction in the total 
fue] intake, and not in the peculiar 
choice of foods or ways of eating.

‘hought the “priceless junk” from Mr. 


Kdison himself six or seven years ago. 


Although Ross has made good use of 


virtually every piece of the Edison 
equipment in bis blacksmith shop, this 
was not his real purpose in buying 
it from the Edison shop. He knew 
at the time he was buying it that it 
was “priceless junk” and’ that some 
day he would be able to realize on it. 
Many who passea the blacksmith 
shop today saw: Mr. Ford at work’ 
helping to put the machinery into

Chicago, February 19.—Attorneys 
defending W. EK. D. Stokes, aged New 
York millionaire, on trial here, charg- 
ed with attempting to defame the 
character of his former wife, Helen 
KIlwood Stokes, have succeeded in re- 
vealing discrepancies in the testimony 
of Joseph Bruner, the prosecutjon’s 
“star’ witness. 

Bruner drove a “hack” two decades 
ago in Chicago’s red-light district and 
wis familiar with the Everleigh club. 
The prosecution hinges its case on 
the fact that Stokes, in a divorce suit 
in New York, attempted to prove that 
Mrs. Stokes.was an inmate of the club. 

During his examination by the 
prosecution Thursday, Bruner testi, 
fied that he signed a false affidavit 
to the effect that he once drove Helen 
Klwood Stokes and a negro named 
Leon Bigger to various disreputable 
resorts. For this he said he was paid 
$0. 

When the defense questioned him, 
however, Bruner denied his first 
story, saying he had “never done any- 
thing dishonest.” He added that no 
money was paid him for making af-

Nashville, Tenn., February 19.— 
“There is a feeling of friendship and 
krotherhood among institutions of 
learning,” the Right Rev. Henry Ju- 
dah Mikel!, bishop of the Atlanta dio- 
cese, and a member of the board of 
trustees of George Peabody College 
for Teachers, declared in the intro- 
duction of delegates at the semui- 
centennial celebration of the college 
here today. 

“They are all engaged in the high 
task of. education,” Bisnop Mikell 
said. “They are all engazed in the 
hard task of trying to eliminate ig- 
norance and prejudice and narrow- 
ness, and their oneness of purpose snd 
aim gives them a feeling of comrade- 
ship. They are ready to do honor 
one to another and to rejoice in one 
another’s good fottune.” 

The need of education, founded 
upon religion, was expressed by 
Bishop Mikell when he said that the 
whole vision of George Peabody was 
“the power and prosperity of this na- 
tion founded upon its moral and in- 
tellectual development, and its mura! 
and intellectual development founded 
on religion. 

“And this,” he continued, “I think, 
would be his definition of religion: 
recognition of God in a man’s own 
life, and the going out under His zguid- 
ance to work for the highest good of 
his fellow man.” 

“The task of this institution is to 
make this vision a reality, and only 
this in its wholeness can make our 
nation really great,” Bishop Mixell 
said. 

“Surely,” he asserted, “history can 
tell us that behind all other greatuess 
must lie- the spiritual power of the 
people. ...

Washington, February 19. — Di- 
vorcement of the big five meat pack- 
ing companies from their control of 
m-at refrigerator cars is recommend- 
ed hy the federal trade commission, 
in a report sent to the senate today, 
in response to a resolution calling for 
information regarding the consent de- 
cree entered into by the packers with 
the department of justice in 1920. 

The eommission also recommends 
that steps be taken either by the 
courts or congress to separate the big 
five packers finally from their own: 
ershin of stockyards through sale 
either to existing agencies, such as 
the principal connecting railroads, 
or fo separate companies, “entirely 
independent both in law and in fact.” 

Stockyards and railroad cars are, 
in fact, adjuncts of transportation. 
the commission holds, and as such 
their operation should be subjected 
to regulation of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

In lieu of operation of the refriger 
ator cars by the packers, the commis- 
sion suggests the formation of a sin- 
gle company. similar to the Pullman 
company, entirely independent of the 
picking companies, to take over own- 
ership, operation and routing of these 
cars, making them available on equal 
ferms to all meat packers and other 
food distributors.
